REPRESENTATIVES :— 


Dear Sir: Your letter regarding the 
matter of railroad work on the Lord’s 
Day is before me, and I have carefully 
pondered’ the subject in its bearings 
upon the railroad coporations them- 
selves, as well as in relation to their 
employees. You request me to give, in 
writing,my views on this matter, and if 
[have delayed to comply with this 
request, my motive was that my 
response should be well considered. 
Weighing the subjectin relation both to. 
the sanctification of the Sunday and to 
the reasonable requirements of com- 
merce and public accommodation, this 
subject has for years back attracted at 
tention, and railroad companies have 
been frequently brought to task by 
certain church people tor what they call 
a gross and sinful violation of the Sab- 
bath ordinance. | have known these 
companies to be visited with the fiercest 
denunciations for running trains on the 
Lord’s Day; and for disturbing the 
calm of a Christian community at the 
moment when worshippers were oc- 
cupied in their devotions or enjoying 
religious repose in the bosom of their 
families. Now, my dear Mr. Houston, 
men may utter very fine sentiments 
regarding their love for rest and quiet 
{on the Lord’s Day, lecturers and news- 
paper men may round off very glowing 
periods about the proprieties of Chris- 
tian life, and no doubt they may be 
actuated therein by purest motives, and 
may utter not a word but what has 
root in the deepest religious convictions. 
But, Sir, there is such a thing as going 
too far even in relation to these matters. 
There is a medium to be observed in 
our treatment of religious ideas as well 
asin relation to the social or political 
sentiments we entertain. Extremes are 
always to be avoided. True virtue, 
whether social, political or otherwise, 
must seek its criterion in a middle 
course, not deflecting toone side or the 
other, but calmly pursuing the line of 
moderation which alone points in the 
direction of God and common sense. 
Hence the force ot these words: Jn 
medio stat virtus. Alas! alas, indeed, 
Sir, the sanctity of the Lord’s Day is 
violated on every side—violated in 
ways that purchase for men damnation, 
and entail upon communities the curse 
of God. It there be one fact more ap- 
parent than another to my mind, it is 
this—that the severest affliction which 
overtake men, aye, the woes that settle 
on so-called Christian nations are the 
direct and inevitable chastisements vis 
ited upon the world for a criminal and 
continued disregard. of God’s com- 
mandment—Remember to keep Holy the 
Sabbath Day. But again let us be rea 
sonable in our exactions. Let us have 
consideration for railroad men and 
other corporations even as we have it 
for ourselves. We should not in- 
volve these large classes in wholesale 
t | condemnation without giving them any 
credit for good intentions even when 
they run their trains on the Lord’s Day. 
It is too often repeated that “Corpora- 
| tions have no souls.” But it would be 


asad sophismto argue thence that 
there is conscience in’ those who 
compose these corporations. Far be it 


those who sit as directors or mana- 
gers of railroads, and who think them- 
selves compelled to start their freight 
and passenger trains on Sunday—far 
from me to think they concur in this 
schedule without once glancing at what 
the law of God may sanction or con- 
demn. 

My knowiecdge of railroad men the 
world over, leads me to consider them 
on the whole, as religious and as God- 
fearing as men in most other walks of 
life. This being so, I hesitate to say 
that because they send out trains on 
Sunday, they do so without any refer- 
ence or thought to the obligation for 
them as well as for others to sanctify 
the Lord’s Day. Long before to-day, I 
have thought of the matter to which 
your letter refers, and as you seem to. 
anticipate some legislation on the point 
during the present session, I am con- 
vinced you will take the middle course, 
not sanctioning unnecessary railroad 
traflic on Sunday, at the same time not 
giving too much weight to fanatical 
Church people who strain at a gnat and 
swallow a camel. There is on this point 
as on many others, a vast amount of 
windy fanaticism, and this is far more 
dangcrous to Christian doctrine and cor- 
rect morals than the whistle of a loco- 
motive or the rumble of a thousand 
trains on Sunday. The cry about Sun- 
day travel on railroads is akin to the 
false thecries advocated about temper- 
ance. The community is disturbed and 
excited, and weak-miuded people get 
their ideas all turned in a wrong direc- 
tion by the continued clamoring of 
deluded enthusiasts and the haranges 
of ignorant or dishonest temperance 
declaimers. Wesometimes hear theories 
proclaimed regarding the use of liquors, 
Which, in fact, get adherents by the 
score, but waich have no foundation 
other than the hallucination ot some 
erratic brain or the assertions of some 
arttul and interested lecturer. Temper- 
ance is a precious virture. We grieve 
that the world is regardless of its 
necessity It 1s our mission to fight the 
demon of temperance, and to protect 
men from its pernicious influences ; but 
while we stand with sword drawn to 
slay the monster, are we to waste our 
force in striking wildly around us, 
pretending to protect one virtue, while 
we sacrifice another, pretending to 
maintain one Bible truth while we 
weaken and obliterate another, pretends 
ing that while because temperance is to 
be cultivated, we must call it sin to 
make; or touch, or taste wine in any 
shape whatever, This cry sct up by 
some fanatical writers and lecturers 
conceals a fallacy most destructive. It! 
may entrap its victims, but it is sure one 
day to develop into a curse as_ horrible 
as that which it professes to combat. 
This fallacious temperance doctrine may 
serve a term for a certain class—very 
good perhaps, but at least very deluded 
people. This doctrine may appear 
moral for a while; it may commend 
itself with an amount of plausibility to 
many, but it is sure to exhibit the 
cloven foot one day or another ; it is 
sure to terminate where all unsound 
doctrines terminate—in mischief to its 
adherents, and inthe production of a 
vicious state of morality for which there 
is scarcely a remedy in this world nor 
the world to come. 


Now, Sir, this isa fair picture of that 
exaggerated theory concerning railroad 
travel which calls it sin to run cars on 
Sunday, even for the purpose of per- 
lorming work which cannot reasonabl y 
be postpoaed, At all times in the 
history of mankind it was lawful to 
perform on the Lord’s Day that amount 
of labor necessary for the proper 
Maintenance of man and beast, as also 
for the prescrvation of produce and 
other things liable to perish if not at- 
tended to onthat day. The Pherisees 
of the Old Testament were wonderful 
sticklers for all the details of exterior 
religious observance. “Woe to you, 
Scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites.” 
This unfortunate world has its Pharisees 
to-day in like wmanuer—fellows 
who make clean’ the outside 
of the cup and of the dish, but who 
within abound with spiritual uncleanii- 
ness. Nor does it change the case at 
all that the demand to stop the cars on 
Sunday comes from certain Church 
people. Why, my dear sir, it is among 
the Churches you are sure to find the 
modern Pharisees. Soine people put on 
the whitewash of the Church to conceal 
the rottenness of their own soul. And 
when their fanaticism has not its root in 
Pharisecism, it is sure to grow up out 
of the kindred soil of ignorance. We 
cannot conceal the fact that “certain 
church people” are indeed very ignor- 
ant. So rank is their ignorance that 
while they whine about the desecration 
of the Sabbath by railroad steam, they 
actually imagine that God the Father, 
in the old law, commanded men to keep 
Sunday holy, aud that God the Son, in 
the new dispensation, renewed the in- 
junction, and that their grand-fathers 
read it thus in the family edition of the 
Bible. Whata holy horror will seize 
these pious souls when I tell them that 
neither God the Father, nor God the 
Son ever gave such command, nor is it 
contained in their honored version of 
the Scriptures. Certain Church people 
are so stupid they will t:ink I am 
blaspheming. They will conclude this 
is another of those Popish falsehoods 
oras a neighboring preacher styles 
them—‘“Priestly corruptions.” These 
good folks will next Sunday pick up 
their Bible and clasp it tightly, and go 
to Church, saying ail the way, ‘Yes, 
itisthar! Itis thar! Iknow it by 
heart, so often have I read it—Remem- 
ber kcep Holy the Sabbath Day.” Yet, 
Sir, every intelligent Jew in the land 
laughs at them, because he knows that 
the Sabbath mentiored in the Scripture 
was not Sunday but Saturday—not the 
first, but the seventh day of the 
week. But in the new dispensation 
the world keeps Sunday holy because 
away back in early Christian times 
the Roman Catholic Church thought fit 
to change the day and to command that 
the world observe Sunday instead of 
Saturday as the day ot rest. Then Sir, 
we must not take what “certain Church 


| people” say as the rule of our morals | 


from me to think that the majority of 


With no better interpreters of Seripture 
then these, we would end in the; most 
absurd conclusions. If 1n anciené times 
reasonable labor was permitted te man 
and beast, and if necessity then wiped 
out the obligation of the law, ef course 
the same holds good in later times; and 
the fact that times have altered does not 
destroy the force of necessity in our 
own days. In old times 2 man on foot 
could well perform his day's journey, 
The ox or the ass might well have been 
able to do the little hauling necessary 
on the Sabbath. But in our changed 
circumseances the world has now every 
day to seek more powerful means of 
locomotion; and a_ beneficent Provi- 
dence now gives activity to iron, and 
puts into water a hot and panting 
breath, and by means of these we per- 
form our lengthy journeys, and haul 
from city to city the heavier burdens 
placed upon us by altered habits of ex- 
istence, a 
Now, as God made exceptions to the 
obligation of rest in the Old Law—as 
he allowed man and beast to work on 
His day when human recessity demand- 
ed it, may we not believe that He con- 
siders for our changed modes of life, and 
allows us to put in action the locomo- 
tive and the steamboat when the moral 
necessities of existence demand 1t. 

_8o much for that side of this ques- 
tion. But, Sir, the question has anoth- 
er side which should also be attentively 


considered, While railroad com- 
panies may properly be 
pected to run their trains so 
as to accommodate those who 


must of necessity travel, and while the 
public can reasonably demand that 
produce and various freights be trans— 
ported without interruption on Sunday, 
these companies should so arrange their 
business as to offer but as little obstacle 
as possible to the observance of rest and 
religious solemnity on the Sabbath day. 
The distant city may indeed look with 
anxiety for the arrival of supplies by 
railroad on Sunday, and doubtless our 
good God wills that these supplies reach 
the citizens in season; but reason and 
religion require that on the Lord’s Day 
as little ot such work be performed as 
is Consistent with public safety or public 
necessity. We have a right to expect 
that companies make such arrange- 
ments as will permit their employees, if 
so inclined,to attend Church on Sunday, 
and spend some portion of the day in 
the midst of their families. In many 
instances it may be impossible to afford 
certain employees this advantage ; but 
it 18 not too much to say that such op 
portunities could be furnished oftener 
than at present if directors and manag- 
ers of railroads had a little more tender- 
ness of conscience, and had sufficient 
regard for the well-being of their 
employees. If legislation is to be had 
on this matter, care should be taken 
that while we give reasonable scope to 
railroad work on the Sabbath, the 
companies should be urged to give their 
hands all possible opportunity of attend- 
ing to their devotions on the,t.ord’s- 
Day. And not railroad compé@nies 
alone should give attention to this sub- 
ject. All other employcrs are equally 
concerned. These ideas apply with in- 
creased force to public authorities who 
have men on police and other service 
who should be enabled to go to their 
respective places of worship on Sunday, 
whenever consistent with public safety. 
I might go on to show the advantages 
to employees and the public of having 
honest, God-fearing men in their service. 
“You may say what you please,” says 
a writer in the Baltimore American— 
“you muy say what you please, there is 
comfort even to an ungodly man, or 
an unbelievcr, when going down the 
‘“seventcen mile grade” on the Baltimore 
aod Ohio R, R. with an awful abyss on 
his left, and a snorting,shriecking locomo- 
tive tearing him along as if determined 
to plunge him over some curve, to reflect 
that the man at the “throttle” is a brave 
fellow, fully competent in other respects, 
but in addition has a firm trust in his 
Divine Guide, who has said “Com- 
mit thy ways unto the Lord, and He 
shall bring it to pass.” 
Commenting on the above the edito 
of the United States Catholic Register ot 
Baltimore makes the following remarks, 
which will form an appropriate conclu- 
sion to what I have bere written: 
“Surely we are not yet so far gone in 
practical unbelief as to deny that cor- 
rect faith and strict religious principles 
will aid a man in the fulfillment ot his 
secular duties, and not only him, but in 
many cases furnish him with the 
strength he can deriye from no other 
source to be true and faithful to these 
who have employed him. * * 
We cannot but conclude that the con- 
scientious Christian man is worthy of 
greater confidence than a disciple of 
Voltaire or of Proudbon.” 
Hoping sir, these remarks will suit 
your views, lam very respectfully, &c.

Address ot the Committee ot Two 

Hundred—Federal Office-holders 
Not to Resign{State Offices—Pinche 

back’s Address, &c. : 

NEw ORLEANS, Jan. §.—Carcful 
enquiry fails to show that there is any 
truth in statement, telegraphed from 
Washington, that the Custom House 
employees had resigned their seats in the 
Kellogg Legislature. Sush resignations 
it is believed would break a quorum in 
the Senate. Post Master Lowell, 
Surveyor Ingraham, the two Herwigs 
and Sypher took part in the Leglslative 
proceedings to-day. It is understood 
that the Custom House members have a 
leave of absence from the Custom House 
during the session of Legislature. 
Pinchback’s address threatening to dis- 
perse the fusion Legislature creates con- 
siderable excitement. 

It is believed that only Federal troops 
can preventithe Lyccum Hall assembly 
from meeting. 

The following address and resolution 
were unanimously adopted hy the Com- 
mittee of two hundred; “This Commit- 
tee, deeply impressed with the impor- 
tance of discreet and  harmon- 
ious action on the part of our 
people in the present critical condi- 
tion of our affairs, venture to submit 
to them the following statement of its 
views in fulfilment of the mission confi- 
ded to us by the people. We have laid 
before the President of the United 
States an impartial and truthful history 
of the extraordinary events which have 
recently transpired within the State of 
Louisiana, resulting in the overthrow of 
the Government elected by the people, 
and in temporarily installing in the 
offices of the State men who were not 
in any manner elected thereto. The 
President, while maintaining the pro- 
priety of the course which he has pur- 
sued in a purely Executive capacity, has 
not professed to consider his action as 
finaily decisive of the vital questions at 
issue in the politics of the State, but 
has remitted us to Congress us the 
proper tribunal to investigate the facts 
with more minuteness than the means 
within Executive control affoid him the 
opportunity of doing, and to render 
such relief as the nature of the case may 
avem to require. We have the assurance 
of both the President and the Attorney 
General that such an investigation by 
Congress will meet with no opposition 
from the Administration, and that they 
will readily co-operate in affording sucn 
appropriate relief as Congress may see 
fit to recommend. We confidently an- 
ticipate that Congress will promptly 
appoint a Committee to investigate 
fairly and impartially the facts of 
he ease, and in view of the 
gross and palpable wrongs which have 
been committed, we cannot doubt that 
such a committee must admit and re- 
port to Congress the necessity of prompt 
and complete relief. We do not allow 
ourselves to despair of such rélief at the j 
hands of Congress because the Repub- 
lican party has a large majority in that 
body, There do arise in the political 
history of a free government conspicu- 
ous emergencies where duty to the com- 
mon weal rises superior to party ties, and 
the demand for justice overwhelms all 
personal or partizan considerations. We 
are impressed with the beiicf that the 
universal public sentiment of the people 
of the United States will point to the 
present crisis of Louisiana, as constitu- 
ting such an emergency, and we 
are disposed to encourage a_ spirit 
of trust and confidence in the 
virtue and justice of the National Gov- 
ernment, which will be their safeguard 
against rash and desperate conduct. If 
that trust should prove to be misplaced, 
and the monstrous usurpation which 
has taken place should be permitted to 
pass unrebuked, we may well give way 
to despair, but inthe meantime it 
behooves our people to pursue a line of 
conduct which shall rob apprehensions 
of every pretext or apology. We have 
eyery where, and at all times, protested 
our conviction that the body styling it- 
self a Legislature, now in session at the 
Mechanics Institute, does not and never 
did comprise a quorum of members 
elected by the people ; that it has no 
other claim to authority over, or obedi- 
ence from the people, than such as it 
deserves from the supposed recognition 
of the National Executive, and we feel 
justified by the language and action of 
the President himself, in regarding that 
recognition as merely provisional and 
temporary, subject to the future action 
ot the Congress of the United States, to 
which tribunal the President has re 
ferred us for relief. 

We are equally convinced that the 
body which recently assembled at the 
Lyceum Iali in this city did comprise a 
quorum of the lawiully elected members 
of the legisalature and but for the refusal 
of the National Executive to recognizz 
it, that body would encounter no legal 
obstacle to the exercise of all the Con- 
gtitutional funciions of the State Lezis- 
lature ; while fully accepting the situa 
tion as it stands, and advising a 
studious abstinence from all proceed- 
ings calculated to provoke a collision 
with the “powers that be,” there are 
certain duties imposed by the Consti- 
tution, in imperative terms, which 
nobody claiming or intending to claim 
recognition as the Jawtul General As- 
sembly ot the State can omit without 
abdicating its claim to be so considered 
and recognised. In ail lawful pro- 
ccedure, looking only to the association 
of their legal existence, with a view to 
their future recognition by the Congress 
of the United States when the contro- 
versy now at Issue shall be determined, 
they should then receive the moral sup- 
port, not only of the citizens of the 
State but that of every rglt-minded 
citizen of the United States wherever he 
may reside. 

In view, therefore, of tire approaching 
meeting of the General Assembly now 
about to take place, be it 

Resolved, That we recommend to the 
people of the city and State of Louisi- 
ana, to give them the moral support and 
earnest sympathy. und such material aid 
us way enable them to assert and malne 
tain, by legal means, the rights of the 
people of this State to local seit-govern- 
ment.

in yesterday’s dispatches, that he is 
going too far and too fast; that he is 
placing himself on uatenable grounds, 
while the body recognized as the legal 
Legislature should retain possession of 
the State buildings and comply with 
the forms of law in its action, it should’ 
not attempt to dispers. or interfere with 
the opposition, if they see fit to meet 
and organize what they may choose to 
call a Legislature. It they see fit to 
inaugurate McEnery and eall him Gov- 
ernor apd elect some exe whom they 
may please to call a United States Sen- 
ator, let them do so without molestation. 
They raay not and should not be per- 
mitted to exercise power in defiance of 
the orders and decisionsSof the Courts, 
but they should be permitted to do 
anything and everything that will help 
them to make up and present a case for 
the State and Federal Courts. 
It is evident that the case will have 
to be heard betore Congress and the 
Courts on its merits, and the sooner that 
result is peacefully reached the better 
tor the State and the country. 
There is no doubt of the authenticty 
of the following dispatch in all 1ts de- 
tails.

Sleet Storm in New York—Great 
Damage to Telegraph Wires, &c. 
New Jan. 6.—Yesterday 

morning, shortly after nine o'clock, a 
rain storm began which soon turned to 
sleet, and =continued urtil late in the 
afternoon. Everything became fringed 
with ice cycles. No such spectacie las 
been witnessed in vears before. The 
trees were cased in ice, locomution on 
sidewalks became almost impassable 
and throughout the day the sirevts 
looked deserted. About halt past one, 
telegraph communication with points 
outside of the city was stopped. The 
ice froze to the wires and broke them 
down. The police and fire telegraphs 
were destroyed throughout the city, 
the wires and poles falling in the streets 
and on sidewalks. The whole ot New 
York became isolated so far as con- 
cerned communication with the outside 
world. It will cost $150,000 to repair 
the fire alarm and police wires, and the 
work cannot be completed for some 
time. 

In the meantime extraordinary 
measures have been taken to insure 
prompt transmission of fire alarms or 
other emergencies. Mounted patrotmen 
are kept at station houses, and — the 
police and the firemen are to work 
amicably together in case of an emer- 
gency. No dispatches were received 
here yesterday, cither from West or 
East. There never wasso complete a 
wreck of telegraph wires in this city, 
not cven during the July nots of ten 
years ago. Great damage has been 
done to trees by breaking of linvs from 
the yreat weight of the ice. At ten 
o’clock last night che high winds 
increased to a gale from south-west, 
cleariog off with a dense tug, and this 
morning is bright with fallog 
thermometer. Al! the streets in low 
situations in this City, Bruoklyn, ae 
city, Williamburg, Hoboken an 
other places are badly flooded.

Ofiicial View of the Situation 12 

New Orleans.

The day has evidently been 
ope of great excitement in New Orleaus, 
but hus happily passed withoat violence, 
The Fusion Legislature bas assembled 
pro forma, avd probably a like ceremo- 
ny will procced upon the inauguration 
ef Gov. McEnery next Monday. The 
proceedings in the United States Senate 
to-d ty indicate that the whole question 
will be remitted, by all conecrned, to 
that body for investigation and deter- 
mination.

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THE DECLINE OF EDUCATION-— | 


TNE LOVEJOY ACADEMY. 

Recognizing the responsibility resting 
upon the pubiic press of North Caroli- 
na, to do all in its power to arrest the 
downward tendency of the cause of 
education in our midst, we feel it our 
duty to make frequent allusion to the 
elucational interests of the State. In 
another editorial in this issue, we have 
referred to the prostrate coadition of 
the University as one of the reasons 
why the State is retrogradin,; in these 
great interests; but there are other 
causes which have contributcd to the 
decline of education and the dormant 
feeling on the subject of mental progress 
which seems to prevail throughout 
North Carolina. The general demorali- 
zition produced by the war and its re- 
sults, the almost universal impoverish- 
ment of our people by the issue of the 
struggle, the excitement and confusion 
in the public mind in the process of 
reconstruction, the cagerness and zeal 
to repair the fortunes which disappeared 
amid the chaos and disasters of a four 
years revolution, the insane desire for 
acquiring riches which has scized so 
many of our population, the want of 
competent and skillful instructors in 
many sections—these and various other 
influences have operated to retard the 
progress of learning, and to cause to be 
neglected the education of many of the 
young men of North Carolina. 

We have been frequently told by 
intelligent men who have travelied over 
different sections cf the State, within 
the last twelve months, that they have 
been struck with the fact that ignorance 
isgreatly on the increase among the 
present generation, and that for the 
want of suitable institutions and 
competent teachers, many counties 
are in a deplorable condition. 

This isasad and melancholy refiec- 
tion, but there can be no doubt of the 
truth of the statement that North Car- 
olina is to-day, so far as the cducation 
of hersons and daughters is concerned, 
worse off than she has ever been. 

Take, for instance the city of Raleigh. 
Here we have the old Raleigh or Love- 
joy Academy, built many years ago by 
an association of citizens, Upon the 
death of William Peace, Esq., the last 
trustee, the property escheated to the 
State, by whose agents it ha. since been 
rented for school purposes. [t is a ven- 
erable and well known Academy,and at 
one time before the war enjoyed a degree 
of success and influence second to no 
similar institution in the State. Many 
of the first minds in North Carolina of 
the present day received there a portion 
of their early training and preparation. 
But the disasters of the war blighted its 
prosperity and it fell a victim in the 
general wreck. At present it 1s rented 
out to two very worthy gentlemen—one 
of whom,Mr. Lovejoy, is the distinguish- 
ed preceptor who long presided over it 
during {its prosperous days, and after 
whom it isnamed. But in its present 
condition and arrangements, the Acade- 
my is not filling the measure of its use- 
fulness. The trifling rent received by 
the State is but a grain of sand, and 
the small number of students that have 
attended it since the close of the war 
will not justify the hope that its pat- 
ronage in the fuiure will be commensu- 
rate with its merits or creditable to che 
city of Raleigh. 

Nor will it answer the needs of the 
present period to restore the Academy 
as it was. 


Then what must .be done with it? 
We suggest that it be enlarged; that 
practical lessons in every day pursuit 
be taught, with modern languages in 
connection with the classics, and that a 
normal system be attached for the ed- 
ucation of teachers for the other schools 
of the State. We believe such an in- 
stituticn would meet with an abundant 
success. 

In order to carry out this idea, we 
suggest farther that a number of our 
best and most responsible citizens in 
this city, apply to the Legislature for a 
grant from the State for the use of the 
Academy grounds for this purpose, 
conditioned as above, with the promise 
that new and commodious buildings 
be erected and supplied with ample 
accommodations and suitable appa- 
ratus. 

Ina purely business®point of view, 
such an investment would soon repay 
the capitalists and add much to the 
trade and prosperity of Rateigh. But 
aside from the advantages to be reaped 
by our city from the results of a large 
and flourishing institution of learning 
in her borders, it would be a real benc- 
fit to the whole State, in preparing suit- 
able and skillful instructors—a class of 
gentlemen now sadly needed in several 
counties we could name, 

.. We were informtd two or three days 

ago, by a gentleman of this city, him. 

self a well-known educator, that he is 

in constant receipt of letters, from_ 
aaxious parents, mostly trom the 
Western counties, asking him to send 
school teachers, but that he has been 
unable to supply the want. He has 
endeavored to prevail on several of his 
youag friends to devote their time to 
teaching, but has not been successful in 
u single instance. 

Will not some enterprising, moneyed 
man of thas city, take hold of the sug- 


gestions in this article in relation to’ 
the Lovejoy Academy, and give them 
tractical sh:pe by enlisting the Co- 
operation of others, to prevail on the 
Legislature to grant them the grounds 
for the purposes specifica ? 

We think the plan a feasible one, and 
will redound to the interests of Raleigh 
as well as to the cause of education in 


North Carolina. 


THE DECLINE OF EDUCATION 
—WHO WILLREVIVE THEUNI- 
VERSITY ? 


It is a startling fact that the cause ol 
education is rapidly declining in North 
Carolina, 

This can be proved incontestably, and 
has its origin in various causes, Among 
the chicf of these causes, the destruc-— 
tion of the State University will at 
once occur to the mind of the reader. 
It cannot be denied that that institu- 
tion, while it existed, was a powerful 
stimulus to the youths of the State, to 
urge them forward on the road to learn- 
ing and mental improvement. 

But our noble University is in the 
dust! Its spacious buildings are fall- 
ing rapidiy to ruin and decay. The 
great solar light in our educational firm- 
ament has thus been extinguished, and 
the young men of North Carolina are 
either groping in the darkness of iguor- 
ance, or are forced to go beyond the 
limits of the State, to receive that in- 
struction from other Universities which 
should be imparted at home. 

We mean no reficction upon our other 
State colleges—Wake Forest, Trinity 
and Davidson—when we say that neither 
of them has as yet supplied the vacancy 
occasioned by the demise of Chapel 
Hill. These three flourishing und excel- 
lent institutions, with able faculties and 
extensive curriculum, are moving on in 
the same orbits in which they revolved 
before the war; and, as compared to 
the University in its palmy days,may be 
regarded as bright stars in that system 
of which the University was the sun. 
We do not undertake to say that Wake 
Forest, Trinity and Davidson, may not 
some day reach to the full power and 
effulgence of Chapel Hill, in the noon- 
tide of its prosperity, but we do not 
vresume, of course, either of the three 
Colleges named now claims such a dis- 
tinction. 

The University is down! down! 
down! and all efforts to resuscitate it 
have proved abortive. No practical 
scheme has yet been devised looking to 
its?reshabilitation. One of the chief diffi- 
culties in the way is the jealousy pre- 
vailing among the different religious 
denominations. persons fear 
thatif any change is made in the present 
management, the institution might fall 
into the hands of the Baptists ; others 


that it might fall into the hands 
of the Presbyterians; and others 
still, that it might fall into the 


hands of the Methodists or Episcopa- 
lians. Hence, all propositions to revive 
it have met with obstacles from some 
quarter or‘other, so that the prospect for 
improvement in its condition is no 
better than it was four years ago. 

The first difficulty to Le overcome is 
the removal of politics out of the con- 
sideration of the question. It does not 
suit our purpose to inquire now, by 
whom the University was brought low, 
or toreproach those who were instru- 
mental in its destruction. It is enough 
to know that under its present regime 
it is a failure,and there is no earthly 
promise that it will shortly improve, as 
now managed. 

Therefore, a change is demanded, 
aud those who may succeed in bringing 
about such achange as will lift the 
University from the dust,and set it again 
on the road to favor and prosperity, will 
deserve weli of the State and of the 
friends of education throughout the 
whole country. 

Let the sun be restored to his place 
in the educational system, and the sons 
of North Carolina will again bask in 
the light of his beneficent splendor ! 


THLE EARLY—BARRINGER COWN-

We published in substance General 
Early’s letter in answer to General 
flood’s speech at Raleigh.
